He said th at in th e 


states h e visited—Colorado, portions of K ansas, 


Oklah om a, Texas and New Mexico—th ere w as 
a drough t, a serious drough t, but th at it could 
not be described as a “ dust bowl.”

He w as em inently correct wh en h is 
diagnosis returned a verdict of drough t in th ose 
areas wh ere dust h ad blown against th e fences 
until only th e tops of th e fences were visible. 
It will be freely granted th at blowing dust h as 
not been as bad in some of th ese areas as it was 
in th e th irties. But th ere h ave been occasions 
out th is way since th e closing days of winter 
wh en it h as been difficult to swallow dust-filled 
air—nearly as difficult as to swallow Mr. Ben­ 
son’s report.

A Senate subcom m ittee h eaded by Sen. Gore

Th e 
Gore plan h as yet to run th e gauntlet of th e 
full com m ittee, and th en to m eet its test on 
th e floor of th e Senate before reach ing th e 
House.

th e world sim ply could not h ave recognized h im 
h ad h e been im m aculately groom ed, seeking 
every h our of th e 24 to add to a fortune for 
wh ich h e h ad no use. 
In so m any instances, th at h as seem ed to be 
a part of th e ch aracter of m en wh o never will 
be forgotten, and men wh o take th eir places 
am ong th e im m ortals.

Th e grand strategy of th e Com­ 
m unists, as it is analyzed h ere, 
is to play for th e neutralization of 
West G erm any and subsequently 
a unified G erm any. Th e ultim ate 
h ope Is for a belt of neutral states 
extending from th e north cape on 
th e extrem e north to th e A driatic 
and th e Italian 
border 
on 
th e 
south . In oth er w ords, th e goal 
is to break up th e alliance by 
wh ich it h as long been h oped th e 
defense of E urope can be insured- 
☆ ☆ ☆■ 
P h ase No. 1 is th e creation of 
A ustria as anoth er Switzerland — 
a prosperous, contented state w ith ­ 
out th e^ burden of h eavy arm a­ 
m ents and with no entangling al­ 
liances or foreign bases. Th at ex­ 
am ple will h ave a glittering at­ 
traction for W^est G erm any wh ere 
th e rem arkable economic recovery 
owes som eth ing to th e fact th at 
th e m anufacture of arm s and th e 
cost of arm ed services were not 
an im pedim ent. 


In th e com ing six m onth s, th ere­ 
fore, Moscow will work intensive­ 
ly to enlarge th e fairly wide neu­ 
tralist sentim ent th at already ex­ 
ists in 
G erm any. Th e prospect 
of reunification will be h eld out 
with th e possibility th at th e R us­ 
sians m ay even agree a t a big- 
power conference to h old free elec­ 
tions in E ast G erm any after Sov­ 
iet troops h ave been w ith drawn. 
It would be a trem endous coup 
if 
th e strategy of neutralization 
sh ould work in G erm any. 
With out a G erm an m ilitary force, 
as part of th e NATO line, Den­ 
m ark, one of th e NATO partners 
cannot be defended. 
Sim ultaneous pressure will 
be 
exerted to detach not only Den­ 
m ark but N orway, th e oth er NATO 
partner in Scandinavia, from th e 
w estern alliance. Th e attraction of 
a Scandinavian bloc, arm ed but in 
effect neutral, will be h eld out. 
Sweden and Finland, both official­ 
ly neutral in th e power struggle, 
would be th e nucleus of th at bloc. 
Ù ☆ ☆ 
In th e south east of Europe, Italy 
h as a border w'ith th e traditional 
neutral, Switzerland, and th è new 
neutral, A ustria. Next door is Yu­ 
goslavia, anoth er neutral, with its 
long coastline on th e A driatic. Th e 
Soviets h ave gone to extraordinary 
length s to win back th eir form er 
allies, th e Y ugoslavs, or at least 
to keep th em out of th e w estern 
cam p. 
One reason for keeping 
Yug o ­ 
slavia in th e neutral cam p is to 
be sure of a not unfriendly border 
for Albania wh ich is like an alien 
th um b print on th e Yugoslav coast­ 
line. Th e 
R ussians are 
said to 
h ave built sizeable air and sub­ 
m arine bases in Albania wh ich are 
an obvious th reat to Italy across 
th e Adriatic.

Th e most im portant th ing to re­ 
m em ber is th at th is propcsition 
does not m ean th e expenditure of 
any tax m oney or th e floating of 
any bond issues in excess of w h at 
is now being done. It m eans simply 
th a t th e bonds sold to obtain funds 
to pay off contractors wh o h ave 
constructed special im provem ents 
will be issued at a different tim e 
th an th ey are now. 
Special im provem ents m ean pav­ 
ing. w ater, grading, graveling, re ­ 
surfacing, 
ornam ental 
ligh ting, 
sew er or any oth er special type of 
districts. To qualify as 
an 
im ­ 
provem ent district, th e cost of th e 
work involved m ust be assessed 
in wh ole or in part back against 
th e 'benefitted property. Th us, im ­ 
provem ent districts could not cov­ 
e r any of th e city’s general opera­ 
tions. 
U nder th e present system , Mh en 
a contractor finish es an im prove­ 
m ent district, h e Is paid off with 
a 
w arrant bearing 
3 
per cent 
Interest. Th is w arrant is generally 


sold to a bank w h ere it is h eld 
until th e city pays it off in cash .

During 1954 th e city paid $60,000 
in interest on 
such 
outstanding 
w arrants. Such w arrants h ave been 
known to be left outstanding for 
m ore th an two years wh ile a dis­ 
trict w as being assessed and equal­ 
ized. 
W arrants are now being paid off 
th rough th e issuance of bonds, sold 
after th e exact cost of th e dis­ 
trict h as been determ ined and th e 
cost assessed

property owners. 
If th e proposed ch arter am end­ 
m ent on th is subject is adopted, 
th e city will be able to sell bonds 
and place th e money in a revolv­ 
ing account. From th is account, 
th e city will pay off contractors 
in cash as th e various projects are 
com pleted. With th is system , th e 
city will issue no w arrants and 
pay only th e 1.5 or 1.7 per cent 
interest on its bonds rath er th an 
th e 3 per cent interest on th e w ar­ 
rants. 
Had th is system been in effect 
last year, about one-h alf of th e 
$60,000 paid out in interest on w ar­ 
rants would h ave been saved. Th us, 
th e proposed ch a rter am endm ent 
m eans noth ing new in th e way of 
bond Lssues, but rath e r a substan­ 
tial savings 
to 
property 
owners 
th rough a different meth od of fi­ 
nancing. 
Th ere is anoth er benefit to prop* 
erty owners to be obtained th rough 
th is am endm ent. Property owners 
ran now pay off th eir special as­ 
sessm ents on paving over a 10- 
year period and on oth er special 
assessm ents over periods ranging 
from two lo five years. 
With th e second proposition on 
th e May 3 ballot approved, th e city 
could perm it tim e paym ents on 
all special asse.ssments to be ca r­ 
ried over a 20-year period.

“ It is with a sigh of relief 
and an air of nu zzlement that 
most Oklahoirftins are reacting 
to the investigation of Sooner 
footb all practices waged By the 
National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation and its kangaroo cou rt 
verdict. 
A lot more persons wou ld b e 
fighting mad, prepared to b at­ 
tle the NCAA to the mat, if the 
entire case did not b ear su ch a 
picayu nish overtone. 
The prob '‘rs went on a year’s 
fishing party and came away 
with several little dead minnows. 
After all those months of peer­ 
ing u nder b eds and into closets 
the cops u ncovered some mon­ 
strou s ‘violations.’ 
The school, showing a natu ral 
interest in the welfare of a fam­ 
ily, had picked u p the tab for 
an operation on a player’s wife. 
Someone else paid for a rental 
car u sed b y an athlete, gifts 
were given squ admen and think 
of this iast, heinou s crime: 
OU continu ed aid for stu dents 
du ring their fifth year in school!

face.

some you ng hotshot is missed; 
there can b e no admission of 
failu re b y the staff, b u t instead 
a lou d wail of “pros” and “rob ­ 
b ers.” 
That is what b reeds the loose 
talk ab ou t Cadillacs, oil wells 
and ermine lined u niforms. 


Even 
most casu al ob serv­ 
er is aware the NCAA private 
eyes were concerned primarily 
with the b ooster u nit know’n as 
the Tou chdown clu b and any tall 
indu cements that might Le dan­ 
gled in front of freshmen-to-b e 
b y old grads. 
That the u n i v e r s i t y came 
throu gh u nscathed on those ma­ 
jor points Is a compliment to 
all concerned. 
The NCAA came loaded for 
b ear b u t settled for taking pot­ 
shots at some rather vagu e if 
not imaginary targets. 
If a needy stu dent is going 
ab ou t with holes in his b ritches, 
is it a sin for a friend to help 
ou t—AFTER he is in school, and 
not with any u lterior motive? 
Why does a wife’s doctor b ill 
have to do with b eating I'exas, 
what in the name 
of 
Edgar 
Hoover is the connection b etween 
a fifth year in school and foot­ 
b all. 
Isn’t the pu rpose of all insti­ 
tu tions the earning of degrees, 
no matter if the you ngster might 
requ ire fou r or six years?
